STANLKY'S EXPEDITION 

The Explorer Gives More De- 
tails of His Trip. 



liiniin PiiHha'H Story an Account 
of Great interest. 



Stanley's Council of War with Kniln- 
EflbrU to Brim; the Pasha to 
a Decision. 



London, Nov. 'J5. — When Stanley 
and Kinui Pasha met near Kavclli on 
the Albert Nyauza a cotinoil of war was 
bold by Stanley in reply to the faslia'a 
request to know wliat lie proposed to 
ilu. Stanley says : I summoned the 
oflicers of the expedition together— ■ 
Lieutenant Stairs, K. K., Captain R, II. 
Nelson, surgeon T. If. Parke, A. M., 
Mouteney Jepheou and William Bonny 
- and proposed to them in the Pasha's 
presence that they should listen to 
few explanations and then give their 
decision. I said : 

"Gentlemen, Kniin Ptisnu litis received 
n mail from Wadelai. Seliln liey, who 
left the post below here on the 20th of 
February last, with a promise that he 
would hurry it]) such people as wished 
to no to Egypt, writes from Wadelai 
that the steamers arc engaged in trans- 
porting sonic people from Untile to 
Wadelai, anil that the work of trans- 
port between Wadelai and Tungnru 
will be resumed upon the accomplish- 
ment of other tasks. When lie went 
away from here we were informed that 
lie was deposed and that Kmin Pasha 
and he were sentenced to death by rebel 
officers. 

"We now learn that the rebel officers, 
ten in number, and all their faction, arc 
desirous of proceeding to Egypt. We 
may suppose, therefore, that Solim Hoy's 
party is in the ascondant again. Shakri 
Agra, chief of Mswa station, the station 
nearest to us, paid us a visit hero in tho 
middle of March, lie was informed on 
tho lith of March, the day that he de- 
parted, that our departure for Zanzibar 
would positively begin on the loth of 
April. He took with him urgent letters 
for Seliln liey announcing that fact in 
unmistakable terms. Eight days later 
we hear that Shakri Agra is still at 
Mswa, and has only sent a few women 
and children to the Yanza camp as yet. 
He and bis people might have been here 
by this if thoy intended to accompany 
us. Thirty days ago Seliln Hey left us 
with the promise of reasonable time. 
The Pasha thought mice that twenty 
days would be reasonable time. How- 
ever, we have extended it to forty-four 
days. Judging by the length of time 
Seliui Hey has already taken in reaching 
Tanguru with only ono-six teen tli of Ids 
expected force, 1, personally, am ipiite 
prepared to give the Pasha my decision, 
for you must know, gentlemen, that tho 
Pasha, having heard from Selittl liey in- 
telligence so encouraging, wishes to 
know my decision, but 1 have preferred 
to call you to answer for me. 

"You arc aware that our instructions 
wore to carry relief to Bmin Pasha and 
to escort such as were willing lo accom- 
pany us to Egypt- We arrived at the 
Nyan/.a and met Kmifi Pasha in the lat- 
ter part of April. 1888, just twelve 
months ago. We handed him bis let- 
ters from the Khedive and his govern- 
ment ami aUn the first installment of 
the relief, and asked him whether we 
were I" have the pleasure of his com- 
pany at Zanzibar, He replied that his 
decision depended on that of his people. 
This was the first adverse news that We 
received. Instead of meeting with a 
number of people only too anxious to 
leave Africa, it was questionable 
whether there would be any except a 
few Egyptian clerks. 

"With Major Bartloldt so far distant 
in the rear we could not wait at Nyanza 
for this decision, as that might pos- 
sibly require months. It would be more 
profitable to seek and assist the rear 
column, and by the time wc arrived 
hero again those willing to go to Egypt 
would be probably impatient to start. 
We, therefore, leaving Jopbson to con- 
vey our message to the Pasha's troops, 
returned to the forest region for tho 
rear column, and in nine months wc wore 
back again on the Nyanza. 

"But instead of discovering a camp of 
poople anxious and ready to depart from 
Africa, we find no camp at all, but hear 
that both the Pasha and Jephson arc 
prisoners: that the Pasha has been in 
imminent danger of Ids life from the 
rebels, and at another time is in danger 
of bcinn bound Oil his bedstead and 
taken to the interior. It has been cur- 
rent talk in the province that we were 
only ii parly of conspirators and ad- 
venturers; that tho letters of the Khe- 
dive anil Nubar Pasha were forgeries, 
concocted by the vile Christians, Stan- 
ley and Casati, assisted by Emin Pasha. 

"So (dated have the rebels been by 
their bloodless victory over the Pasha 
and Jephson that they have confidently 

boasted oi their purpose to entrap me 
by cajoling words, and strip our expedi- 
tion of every article belonging to it, 
and send us adrift info the wilderness 
to perish. 

"We believed, when wo volunteered 
for this win k, that we should be met 
with open arms. We were received 

with indifference until we were led to 

doubt whether any people wished to de- 
part. My representative was made a 
prisoner and menaced with rilles. 
Throats were freely used. The Pasha 
was deposed and for three months was a 
(dose prisoner. I am told that this is 
the third revolt in the province. Well, 
111 the faCO of all this, we have waited 
nearly twelve months to obtain a few 
hundred unarmed men, women and chil- 
dren in this camp. 1 promised Seliln 
liey and his odiccrs that I would give 
them a reasonable time, Seliln ami his 
oflicers repeatedly promised to us that 
there should lie no delay. The Pasha 
has already lixed the 10th of April, 
which extended their time to forty-four 
days, sufficient for three round voyages 
for each steamer. 

"The news brought lo-day is not that 

Selini Bey is close hero, but that ho has 
not started from Laka yet. In addi- 
tion to his own friends, who are said to 
be loyal and obedient to him, he brings 
ton rebel officors and some BOO or 700 
soldiers of this I act ion. Remembering 
tiio three revolts which these same offi- 
cers havo inspired, their prom mured in- 
tentions toward this expedition, their 
plots and counterplots, the life of con 
spiracy and smiling treachery they have 
led, wc may well pause to consider wllllt 
object principally animates them, now 
that from being ungovernable and re- 
bellious against all constituted author- 
ity, they have suddenly become obedient 
mill loyal soldiers of the Khedive and 

his great Government. 

" You must bu aware that, exclusive 
of thirty-one bo.xea of ammunition deliv- 
ered lo the Pasha by us in May, 1888, 
flic rebels possess the ammunition of the 

provincial government, equal to twenty 
of our eases. Though t he Pasha bright- 
ens up each time ho obtains a plausuble 
letter from these people, strangers like 
wo me may be forgiven for not readily 
trusting these inon, whom they have 
such good cause to mistrust. Cbuld we 
have sonic guarantee of good faith, 
(hero could be no objection to delivering 

to them all they required, that is, with 
the permission of the Pasha. 

"Can wo be certain, however, that it 



wc admit them into this camp as good 
friends and real soldiers of Egypt, that 
they v ill not rise up some night and 
posse themselves of all the ammunition 
and so deprive us of the power of re- 
turning to Zanzibar? It would bo a 
very easy matter for them to do bo after 
the}' had acquired knowledge of the 
rules of the camp. 

"With our minds filled with .Jephsou'a 
extraordinary revelations of what bus 
beon going on in the province since the 
closing of the Nile route, beholding the 
Pasha here before my very eyes who 
was lately supposed to have several 
thousand people under him, but now is 
without any important following, and, 
bearing in mind the eajolings mid wiles 
by which wo wore to be entrapped, I 
ask you would it be wise to extend the 
time of delny beyond the date lixed, 
that is, the 10th of April ?" 

The officers, one after another, replied 
in tho negative. "There, Pasha," I 
said, "you have your answer. We 
march on the lOtli of April." 

EMIN I'ABHA's STORY, 

R'BRMN, Nov. tM. — The letter which 
Dr. Soliweinfurth received from Emin 
Pashu is dated "Mission Station, Us- 
sambris, Victoria Nyanza, August 28th," 
Eiiiiu expresses the hope that he will 
soon be able to give an account of the 
military revolution, the imprisonment 
of himself and .Jephson and DuUile, the 
arrival of the Multilists at I.adi, thecap- 
ttne and destruction of Redjaf, tho mas- 
sacre of soldiers and officers sent against. 

the Mahdists, the departure from Wade- 
lai and the llighl to Tungueni, the at- 
tack of the Mahdists on Duffile, and 
their complete defeat; the final union 
with Stanley and the highly interesting 
march, geographically and otherwise, 
from Albert Nyanza.

SUPREME COUBT. 

(Heforo Hon. Mr. Justice Drake.) 
ATTORNEY-nENKRAL V. Tin; CORPORA- 
TION. 

Ill the supreme court yesterday, bo- 
fore Hon. Mr. Justice Drake, Mr. W. 
.1. Taylor on behalf of the corporation 
moved for a stay of the execution issued 
in the suit of I he attorney -genera I 
against the city, on the ground that an 
appeal had been taken lo the full court, 

which will si the 9th December, 

from the decision of the chief justice in 
the case. 

The lion, the at torncy-genoral op- 
posed on tho ground that the appeal lay 
to the divisional court, and had to lie 
taken within eight days, which period 
having elapsed the right of appeal was 
gone. 

The learned judge after some discus- 
sion sustained the contention of the 
attorney-general, and ruled that he 
could grant no stay of execution. 

The attorney-general read, from cor- 
respondence bel ween his depart incut and 
the city solicitors offering to waive the 
objection of the lapse ot time, and to 
permit tint appeal if the corporation 
would bring the case on at once, confin- 
ing it to the solo question, whether the 
act of parliament imposing the payment 
of a third of the teachers' salaries upon 
the cities was valid or not, but uddod that 
no notice having been taken of this offer, 

there had remained no course but to 
proceed upon the judgment, ThoAt- 
tornoy-Gonornl said that the oiler was 
si ill open, and if accepted, and the up 
peal brought on immediately ho would 
consent to suspend the execution. 

Mr. W. ,1. Taylor requested that tho 
offer might remain open until Monday 

to give him an opportunity of consulting 

With tlic Council. This was assented to 
by the Attorney -General.

In tho cities of tho aid world, during tho 
hist century and the early part of the pre- 
sent contutx, serious epidemics of various 
forms of zymotic diseases occurred from 
time to time, Asiatic cholera being a fro- 
quont visitant. Tho death rate la believed 
to have been vorv high and the average 
longevity of mankind Is believed *o have 
been much shorter than what obtains at 
the present day. notwithstanding that the 
habits aud ouiployinenU of the mass of the 
people were much more rural than they are 
at present. It Is within my recollection 
that during some of tho later epidemics no 
travollo; or outside resident would enter a 
town, and practio illy a cordon was drawn 
round the towns to prevent any person 
leaving t horn; and when we remember that 
tho doad had to bo buried in the old and 
overcharged grave yards within tho garri- 
son towns, no BUOh things a8 modern out- 
side cemeteries being then in use, we must 
fool that we now live In bettor times. 
BFVORTS OK CORPORATIONS. 

During the early part, of tho present cen- 
tury attempts were made by the larger 
corporations, notably lu Qroal Britain, to 
frame regulations under special parliamen- 
tary sanction with the view to improve the 
public health, butt lie llrst. important step 
was laken in about thu year 1838, when the 
British parliament, caused burial boards lo 
bo created. All undent burial grounds 
within cities were closed aflcr reasonable 
notice, which led to cemeteries being form- 
odoutside. When It is remembered that 
the water supplies were often supplement- 
ed if not obtained from shallow wells 
within the cilics the Importance of this 
legislation can be appreciated. 

PREVENTIVE ACTION AGAINBT DISEABEU 

From the year 183(1 till the year 1818 va- 
rious short acts, both general and local, 
were passed, dealing with vaccination and 
preventive measures generally; Inn In 
ISIS an important general public health act 
was passed, organizing a department of 
government with a large st all' of sanitary 
engineers and medical oflicers to collect 
Statistics and control the proceedings of 
cilici and populous neighborhoods. Tho 
act empowered local boards to be formed 
for populous places without the cities, but 
even at Ibis time thoroughly rural portions 
of tho country were loft pretty much to 
themselves In the management of the pub 
lie health. 

From and after ISIS many amending and 
supplementary acts were passed to Im- 
prove ti>o sanitary conditions of the coun- 
try. Water supplies from pure sources 
were (tarried out. and drainage works 
quickly followed with marked resells. 
AM. PREVIOUS ACT'S CANCELLED. 

In 1875 a general consolidated public 
health act was passed which lor purposes 
of health divided tho whole country Into 
urban and rural sanitary districts, with 
the corporations and local boards us sani- 
tary authorities for urban districts, and 
I he hoards of guardians for poor law pur- 
poses as the sanitary authorities for the 
rural districts, tin; whole being under the 
control of tho local government board, 
whose OlHcos are in London. Edinburgh 
and Dublin. The local authorities are 
called upon to originate necessary schemes 
of water supply, drainage, hospitals and 
ol her necessary improvements (in case of 
delimit the central authority stops in and 
do the win k for tho local authorities and 
shargothem with the cost, but this seldom 
happens). Officers arc appointed by the 
local authorities to some, extent, with the 
approval of the central board, anil their 
salaries arc paid in part from the imperial 
funds of the country. 

CENTRAL AUTHORITY MUST APPROVE. 

Tho local authorities by their engineer- 
ing, medical and law officors Kct out 
schemes of public utility and submit tho 
Butne to tho central board in grout dotal), 
who generally send down an engineer offi- 
cer to hold a public inquiry, taking evi- 
dence and reports te his department. If the 
cent nil board approves t he projects wit h or 
without modi Ileal ion. I he colli ral board em- 
powers the local authorities to borrow 
moi oy (on t-he security of local rales) to 
carry out tho works, repayable in a certain 
number of > ears, dependent on the stabili- 
ty aud lifetime of tho works. I have not 
the exact figures at hand, but the general 
result is a vastly decreased death rate, an 
increased longevity of mankind, and more 
genoral security and comfort all 
round, Asiatic cholera being banished 
rrom the country. 

POPULAR ERROR. 

Speaking generally, during the early part 
of this sanitary activity, it was popularly 
believed that a pure and abundant water 
supply was of itself Hutllcieut to improve 
the public health This was ultimately 
proved lo 00 delusive, .Something more 
was needed, it Is Within my recollection 
thai the small town of Keswick, situated in 

tho centre ot tho famous KngUsn lake dis- 
trict, the resort of countless numbers of 
tourists yearly from all parts of the world, 
h id procured for itself a splendid and OX- 
tniordluarily pure water supply from an 
adjacent mountain rill. Still the death 
rate did not lower or the public health im- 
prove. Tho local authority consulted. Sir 
Robert Itawllnson, the eminent sanitary 
engineer, (who all crworos became the 
chief of the engineering department of I he 
contral board), lie told the Keswick au- 
thority, "you have done one right thing, 
butyotl h u e neglected to do another re- 
quisite work, namely, a modern drainage 
scheme to remove quickly the excess of 
moisture your good water supply produces 
and tho liquid wastes of your town." The 
local authority immediately set about lo 
construct drainage works, with I ho result 
I hat for the last thirty years tho public 
health, has been uniformly most, satisfac- 
tory. 

POPULAR ERROR UP TO 1800, AS TO ORIGIN 
OK TYPHOID. 

I could otto numerous convincing In- 
stances, bill space forbids nie referring to 
bill one more. It. had been hold rather 
generally up to 1880, by the medical f'ae- 
ulty, that typhoid or ontorio fevor was 

caused by an impure water supply chiefly, 
In one instance amongst many others, a 
town or about L'-.'.iiiKi Inhabitants, 
situated on the northwest, coast of Eng- 
land, had enjoyed the most bountiful and 
pure wator supply since 1818, from a lake 
leu miles distant ; but I he town had not up 
till 1800 a system of modern drainage. 
There was. however, a system of old 
square buUI drains. A serious epidemic 
or typhoid fover occurred and lasicd two 
years, carrying oil' many of the Strongest 
citizens amongst many others. Tho conl ral 
authority then put on pressure: tho town 
was otllciontly drained, and zymotic 
disease has been practically banished from 
the town, a chance sporadic case only hap- 
pening at wide intervals. 

WATER SUPPLY AND DRAINAGE, 

II is also within my knowledge that the 
baneful disease, dipht heria, has been held 
in check by good sanitary arrangements, 
and with tint remembrance that whole 
families of children have been BWOpt Oil' 
from that causo alone, I am sure I hat 
parents will at least realize the importance 

oi the issue lo he submitted to the arbitra- 
tion of the citizens. 

This and oilier Instances prove I ha 1 good 
drainage and good water supplies should 
he co-cxistanl , or lo put it. in another way, 
a good and pure water supply is not of it- 

sf sntlicicnl to secure tho best, public 

lalth practically obtainable 

So much for the genesis of g od drainage 
in general, and wit h regard to t he proposed 
sewerage of Victoria. The city has undu- 
lating leal arcs of surface, which in com- 
bination wilh sea breeze's favor good 

health; hut there exists under i lu. compar- 
ative I bin, loamy and Belly surface deposit 
with which t*'o bulk of t ho city Is covered, 
an impermeable surface of t rap rock. Thus 
Die surface deposits »ro to a great extent 
unduly charged with the liquid wastes of 
the cl'y. When the moisture is excessive 
I hose Wastes O0Z0 OUt to tho surface and 
duriiig ino'sl hot weather tho emanations 
from t he subsoil cannot, he ot herwise I ban 

hurtful. The present partial conveyance 

of waste by wood box drain:-,, square in sec- 
lion, and delivering as thoy do into the 

ravines or depressions, and ultimately Into 

I he harbor, polluting the shores and t be 
surfaces of the marginal rocks, and the 
probable gaseous cluneal ions into the 
dwellings from the old drains, must, in my 

opinion, oporate Injuriously on the public 
health. 

IORREOT DIAGNOSIS OK THE SITUATION. 

I must hero mention with pleasure flint 
t he drainage COtmnlttOO of IKS', made it one 
of the cardinal points Of any scheme to bo 
adopted, that "Iho sewage was to be de- 
livered so I iial it would not return lo the 
harbour." This was in my opinion a wise 
decision anil I have been much gratified 
that the present board of aldermen have 

lately rat I Mod that decision, The scheme

VICTORIA PROPER. 

Tho chief features are for Victoria (ex- 
cluding James Bay) a main outfall sower 
discharging at Itoss Hay, taking an upward 
course along the vnlluy across .Moss street, 
Cook street, ;and down the valley past the 
Convent grounds) along tho edge of the 
mudflats abOVO .lames Hay bridge to tho 
iunctiouof (iovcrnnient and Wharf streets. 
Up to thin point very little rock will bo en- 
countered, hut from this point along Wharf 
street anil Store st root , tho outfall sewer will 
be unavoidably in deep and rocky ground. 
The ouirall sewer follows Iho full length of 
Wharf si reel , a short length of Johnson, 
and along Store Street to Discovery Btroot 
It then proceeds along Discovery till Doug 
las si reel, is reached, when it turns along 
Douglas street in Iho diroclion of thu Sunn 
ich road. Into t his outfall sewor all tribu 
tary sewers aro led at such depths only as 
tho several premises on the several stroets 
and practicable gradients require. 

JAMES BAY DISTRICT, 

The James Bay district is to have a 
separata outfall Into tho straits ofFuca, 
not far from tho end of Montreal street, 
into which outfall sewer all tributary sow- 
ers in that district join. The sowago is 
only delivered Into Uie sea when the tide 
is receding, so us to prevent »s far as pos- 
sible tho lodgment of any offensive matter, 
even on the sea shore, During the Mowing 
lido, I he. sewage is retained, and for this 
purpose the outfall sower is made larger at 

Uio outfall end than would he otherwise 

necessary, so as lo store the sewage until 
the tide turns, when il. discharges. The in- 
vert of the out fall sower at Ross Hay being 
about four feet, above the lowest low wator 
level at springtides, valvos working auto- 
matically arc placed near the outfalls. 
FLUSHING OF SEWERS. 

The ffushlngof the main outfall, and the 
larger of the pipe sewers Is ellected by 
doors or gales; dainlng up the flow for a 
while, and suddenly opening the doors. 
The Hushing of the smallest or tributary 
head sewers is effected by underground 
automatic flush tanks, holding, say from 
500 to 1800 gallons. These may be fed by a 
tiny dribble from t he water mains, or rrom 
tho S 'Wage of a few houses highly placed, 
When thu water or sewage rises to a cur- 
talllihoight in I ho tanks, a syphon action 
is set nil and the total eon ton ts of thotanks 
are almost instantly discharged into the 
h n in 1 1 sowers, thus causing a powerful 
Hush, these discharges being regu- 
lated at will, say once in twenty-four 
hour.;, once In forty-eight hours, or once 
in any other time that may bo necessary. 

VENTILATION OF 8EWERS AND DRAINS. 

The ventilation is provided for by break- 
ing up the lines, so that the sewer air can- 
not travel in troublesome quantities to 
hi^h levels, offectivo and numerous inlets 
aud out lets being provided along I he lines 
of sewers. In tiiis connection it is better 
to explain ihai every bouse drain connect- 
ing with the sewers should bo ventilated at 
or near its head it possible, street gullies 
can al. any time he placed .where it is de- 
sirable to arrest surface' water, whilst 
storm overflows are provided that should 
I he outfall sewor lie unduly oharged during 
the height of a cyclonic storm of rain, the 
excess would diachargo during the short 
period at the lop of I lie storm into Iho har- 
bor. In this case tho discharge would bo 
little else than rain water. 

TOTAL LENGTH OK SEWERS. 

The total mileago or lineal length of Bow- 
ers is about Kl.T'.H) yards, out of which 
about t"i,IHK) yards are of nine-inch and ten- 
inch diameter pipes. 

THE HKI'AKATIC SYSTEM. 

The "separate system" is open to tho ob- 
jection that a distinct system of surface 
drainage is also unavoidably necessary. In 
that oasothoroisa dual system, which is 
excessively expensive; and in some cases 
an arterial system of pipes todeal with the 
subsoil. Having had an experience of 40 
years on both systems, I can confidently 
state that a "separata system" can only be 
justllicd in inland I owes where the sewage 
has lo bo cleaned by chemical treatment 
before it can be discharged into river 
courses. In I ho peculiar circumstances or 
Victoria, where the discharge can be in the 
sea, clear of the harbor, the "restricted 
system of combined drainage" oilers great 
advantages. It is of immense aid to a city 
surveyor having tho maintenance of streets 
to be able to get rid of surface wafer at 
convenient points, wll bout having the net- 
work of a dual surface water system to 
provide and keep in order. Then, again, 
the BUrfaco water rrom a street during 
the first hour or two of a smart, rain is as 
111! by (according to analysis) OS any water 
olosot discharge. This In itself is an Im- 
portant consideration and favors the 
system adopted. 

DRAINAGE A NECESSITY OF CIVILIZATION. 

At the present time it is almost univers- 
ally admitted that drainage of a city is a 
necessity of civilization. This applies with 
great, force to Victoria, which is fast be- 
coming a place of call, pleasure and resort; 
and whilsl all tourists and visitors admire 
the pleasing physical features of your city, 
its genial climate, its charming views, and 
I may say 1 ho hospitality of its citizens, yet 
notafewof them note with caution the 
odors thoy encounter, and the present un- 
satisfactory sanitary condition of the city. 
This, if not speedily rectified, Will have a 
most distinctly injurious effect, even in a 
financial point of view, on many of the 
citizens. 

MAY NUT HI! IMMEDIATELY NEEDED. 
With regard to the annual charge which 
tho citizens would incur ill carrying out 
tho works of drainage, I think il is ex- 
tremely probable that for the next few 
years many of the higher placed streets 
(which are included in the bill of quan- 
tities which may be submitted to 
contractors to tender onl may not 
need to he sewered. In that case, the 
actual immediate COSl will be reduced. The 
cost (>r necessary repair, management, and 
maintenance of a woll-construotod drain- 
ago system is insignificant. 

POSITION OK VICTORIA. 

Looking to the excellent standing of Vic- 
toria in the financial world, the ample se- 
curity il oanolfor, with the further almost 
certain legitimate Increase of iho city, and 
consequent increase of total annual value 
or real eslale property, I have tho best 
authority for stating that the necessary 
funds can be obtained In London lo carry 
out the work on such favorable terms as 
has not hitherto boen experienced on the 
Pacific Coast. 

TERMS ON WHICH MONEY BI10ULD BE BOR- 
ROWED. 

I am Inclined to think thai for a potman- 
cut work such as proposed, tho cost should 
he spi-oad OVOr 80 years, so that three gen- 
erations may contribute thoi quota, it has, 
however, been remarked that the council 
h ivo not the power to extend the term of 
repayment beyond M ye ns, but this term, 
I presume, could he lengthened by a short 
enacting bill by your provincial legislature. 

if wo assume as an illustration that the 
outlay will bo J500,000, and that aqua! 
annual repayments to liquidate principal 
and interest be made, I have authority to 
State that the annual charge tor BO years 
would not exceed ¥22,000.

Children Cry for Pitcfew'tCuforia 



Pursuant to announcement in tho 
daily papers, a public meeting was hold 
in the City Hall last evening, for the 
purpose of discussing the sewerage 
(jticst ion. 

The meeting wna attended by about 
100 citizens, and at 8. 15 Mayor Qrant 
was called to the chair. 

The chairman said that the nicotine 
was called at the request of a number ol 
citizens to consider the system of sewer- 
age which the city proposed ^o construct 
in the evont of t ho citizens granting 
the necessary money. All would admit 
the necessity of sonic complete sewerage 
system, although there might be a ilillcr- 
ence of opinion ill regard to the system 
to be adopted. He had at first 
been opposed to the Pickering 
plan, ub he considered it unneces- 
cessarily deep ; but Mr. Dickering 
had explained that the depth mentioned 
in their plans was necessary to provide 
for cellars where they were desired in 
all parts of the city. The council after 
full consideration had accepted Messrs. 
Pickering <fc Cromptom'a scheme as the 
best, and it would be for the ratepayers 
to say, when thoir votes were cast for or 
against the by-law, whether they were 
in favor of the plan or not. Ho thought 
that perhaps the cost of the sewerage 
might have been in a few particulars re- 
duced, but he felt satisfied Unit the 
system endorsed by the council 
would work well and satisfactorily. 
He know that the separate system, 
which curried off only the direct sewage 
matter und not the rainfall, was being 
put in in almost all the cities of the 
coast. Vet, after hearing Mr. Picker- 
lug's explanation of his syateni, he could 
not but believe that the combined sys- 
tem would give satisfaction here. A 
good sewerage system would keep the 
city clean, and keep it clean 
much ohoaper than any scavenging 
system. Another advantage, when 
there was a system of sewerage, the dis- 
agreeable odors incident to the removal of 
scavenging matter, were done away with. 
From an economic standpoint, sewerage 
was better than scavenging. An agree- 
ment had been made by the council 
with Messrs. Dickering it Crompton in 
tho event of their system being endorsed 
by the ratepayers, giving them 5 per 
cent, of the amount of contract in the 
event of their remaining here during 
the entire construction of the sewers, 
superintending the work and inspecting 
material in England, etc. A slight 
change had been made in the line of the 
sewer on Humboldt street, which would 
make a small reduction from the cost 
stated in the original plan. It would 
not be fair to lay an ordi- 
nary special general tax while 
portions of the city did not. 
receive the siuno benefit from the sew- 
ers as those on the direct line. It was, 
therefore, proposed by the council to 
levy a tax, or rent covering interest and 
sinking fund, according to frontage on 
the sewer lines, which would furnish 
about one-third of the entire cost of tho 
sewer. The balance of the cost would 
be paid out of the general funds of 
the city, the rate of taxation ' not 
being increased. Tho special frontage 
rent, where the smallest sized sewer 
passed through ordinary digging, 
would not amount to more than 
$.'I.fi0 or $4.00 on a 60-foot lot. While 
the combined sewer did not meet with 
his approval all through, he fell bound to 
bow to the wish of the majority. 
In the event of the loan being granted, 
there were three ways open by which 
the city could borrow the money, pro- 
vided the Corporation had the power. 
The first is on the direct credit of the 
city without a sinking fund being pro- 
vided. The second is by thu sinking 
fund, which with accumulated com- 
pound interest would pay off the deben- 
tures at the end of the term. Then there 
is a middle way by which the deben- 
tures might be paid off gradually with 
the payment of interest; if the consent 
of the legislature was obtained, and by 
which a total saving of nearly "$100,000 
would be ellected. He (Mayor Qrant) 
felt satisfied that the credit of 
Victoria city was Bufficjent to 
raise, at a low rate of interest, any 
reasonable amount. In Harrying out the 
construction of tho sewers it was pro- 
posed to only leave a very small strip of 
street open during the progress of tho 
work, the sewer would he Idled 
up as it was proceeded with, 
and no inconvenience or injury 
to business would be caused by 
the opening of the street. If the sewers 
were commenced in the spring he would 
expect to see them completed in about 
two years. 

Aid. Cough lan next came forward. 
He said ho was the instigator 
in calling the present meeting. 
He had done so that lie might, lay be- 
fore the public the facts ill connection 
with the by-law. He thought that the 
sum named in it was far [krgor than 
was necessary. lie was strongly ill 
favor of sewerage, but before he voted 
for any sewerage loan ho wanted to see 
a perfect and a modern system adopted 
by the Council. Tho separate system 
was now superseding the combined 
everywhere, and the combined was be- 
coming recognized by everyone as aiiti- 
quated and imperfect. Again he 
referred to the agreement wilioll tho 
city had made with Mr. Pickering, 
to pay him a commission of 5 per cent, 
of the cost of tho sewers, the exact 
amount could not lie said; anil the city 
would also have to pay the salaries of 

engineers and superintendents. While 
Mr. Dickering was away ho agreed to 
have a competent engineer here and pay 
him himself. If the engineer paid by 
Mr. Dickering at the into of $3,000 or 
St, (KM) a year could look after the work 
for two years, the same engineer could 
bu employed by the city to oversee the 
work from first to last. Again 
in his agreement Mr. Dickering 
agreed to inspect material in 
Kngland. He (Alderman Coughlan) 
thought that thu purchase of material 
outside the province at all was unneces- 
sary. Tho city could produce tho ma- 
terials, and there would be immense ex- 
pense in freight and duties saved. 

The appointment of commissioners 

was another feature of the committee's 
report which he condemned, These 
commissioners were to meet once a 
month or ofteuor, and to receive $10 
per da each, it was unknown how 
often thu commissioners would be re- 
quired to meet, and draw their $10 a 
(lay.

,1 HORRIBLE TRAFFIC. 

The slave trade, which it is the ob- 
ject of the Brussels convention to stamp 
out, is unspeakably horrible, Few per- 
sons have any idea of its extent. Cen- 
tral Africa has been one of dark places 
of the earth and it lias been indeed a 
habitation of cruelty. Professor Drum- 
moud says that the whole country is 
under one reign (if terror. The methods 
of the slave hunters are diabolical. 
Whole villages of natives are swept out 
of existence by their raids, and the 
routes to the coast are strewn with the 
corpses of their victims. In many cases 
■ all the men are killed at tliu outset 
and only the women and children car- 
lied olf. Of these tile greater number 

perish before reaching the markets, it has 

been estimated that for every slave that 
comes into possession of the dealer or to 
the coast, thirty perish. For each tusk 
that is to lie brought out from the in- 
terior six slaves are captured, live die 
on the road and the sixth bears the bur- 
den to its destination. The Toronto 
Mail says: 

"According to Cardinal Lavigsrie the 
victims of the traffic now number about 
six thousand a day, and within the last 
fourteen years the sacrifice of human 
life lias doubled. At. the port of Mocha 
alone from six to ten thousand captives, 
mostly female children of from eight to 
fifteen years of age, are said to lie re- 
ceived annually ; and these are' but tin 
survivors of a far greater number left li 
perish on the slave routes. In short, 
the facts that have been ascertained 
with regard tu this horrible business are 
appalling, and yet it is probable that 
line-half the truth is nut known. I .as. 
year, in a letter tu Sir Edward Ma'ct, 
Lord Salisbury said of the traffic i 
'There can he no doubt that it has been 
attended with cruelty and desolation 
far in excess of any Unit we have ground 
for believing that it produced in former 
times; and there is no other cause tu 
which we can attribute this deplorable 
phenomenon except the increased 
destruetiveness of the lire - arms 
which commerce has been aide in recent 
times to place in the hands of the Aral 
adventurers who conduct these exter 
minuting raids." This is the opinion 
also of those who have made the subject 
a study. Without powder and guns, it 
is said, not a single man-capturing raid 
could he made, and it is Europe that 
supplies the weapons which make them 
possible. In 1887 Emin Pasha wrote : 
"The condition sine qua nun for the 
peace and prosperity of these countries 
is to stop the importation of firearms, 
ammunition, and powder." 

If the congress can devise means to 
put an end tu this diabolical cruelty, 
this wanton sacrifice of human life, it 
will perform a service for mankind oi 
incalculable value. The existence ol 
such a trade, carried on as it is, is a re- 
proach to the whole human race. 

A SENSIBLE APPEAL. 

Tho Hamilton Spectator has learned 
the lesson which the f.nmhtim election 
conveys to the thoughtful and far-see- 
ing Conservative. It sees very clearly

Itis to bo hoped thai we have 
icard the last of this Order-in-Council. 
)ur merchants will be able to get their 
guilds which have been delayed in Ta- 
ioma, and that the old arrangement by 
vhieh all were benefitted and no one in- 
jured will be resumed and quietly con- 
tinued.

Tho character of tho vehicles which 
are used upon ti road way hau a jgnxtt in- 
fluence upon its endurance to tho beat of 
the wheels. With the same burden a two 
wheeled cart does Car more damage to 
tho road thnn ono of four wheels, and 
this because of the suddenness In tho 
motion of the wheels and their irregular, 
twisting movement in the trackway. 
Whero tho axles are Bhort and tho wheels 
close together the dsunago to all, savo 
turnpike ways, is greatly increased, for 
tho reason that there isnochanco for tho 
growth of grass between the treadwayof 
tho wheels and the footway of tho 
horses. This principle appears to have 
been recognized in some parts of tho 
country. Thus in the neighborhood of 
Boston, where tho ways are made solid 
by rhacadaat or other rubble, tho distance 
between the wheels is generally about 
five and one-half feet, while hi the 
sandy road district of Capo Cod tho 
length of tho axle is usually half a foot 
greater. 

Tho greatest defect of our American 
carriages is that for a given weight of 
carriage and burden tho tires of tho 
wheels are extremely narrow. It is true 
that on ill conditioned and muddy roads 
a narrow wheel trend is advantageous, 
for the reason that the thick mud has 
a less extended hold when it wraps 
around the felloes and spokes; but with 
this arrangement tho interests of the 
roadway are sacrificed to tho conveni- 
ence of tho individual who drives upon 
it. These narrow wheels, with tires 
often hot more than an inch in diameter, 
cut like knives into tho road bed and so 
deepen tho ruts. If we could require 
that no vehicle should have a tiro less 
than an inch and a half In diameter, and 
that all springless carriages should have 
tires at least two inches in diameter, in- 
creasing in width with the burden, we 
would secure our ways against a consid- 
erable part of tho evils from which they 
suffer.— Professor N. b. Shaler in Scrib- 



Tlio Snow Plant. 

One thing that never fails to interest 
all who see it, when it is found on the 
mountain heights of Mie Sierras, is the 
snow plant, known to botanists as tho 
Barcodes sail guinea, meaning blooded 
flesh. No Mesh or blood could be as ex- 
quisitely beautiful: imagine a rosy and 
snow tinted, crowded hyacinth, from 
eight to twenty inches in height, every 
miniature bell wound about by a rosy 
and frosted silver ribbon, all topped by 
a huge head of. asparagus in hoar frost 
and silver. The frosted papilla is very 
marked on every sepal and bract 
Though the whole translucent spike is 
flushed with rose and carmine, tho petals 
aro the deepest and most brilliantly col- 
ored parts of the flower, which is live 
parted, and each open one showing 
slightly the stamens and pistils. 

There have been seen specimens bear- 
ing eighty perfect flowers and a pseudo 
bulb twenty-two inches in circumference, 
brittle almost as spun glass, and although 
solid as a pineapple when first dug up, 
dried away to the size of tho stem. All 
attempts at cultivation have thus far 
foiled, the bulbs refusing to stand trans- 
planting and tho seeds to sprout. It was 
once said that they would not survive 
below the levefof the summer snow line, 
but they have been since seen almost 
(Severing the ground far below. Tho 
snow banks seem, however, to protect 
them from tho winds sweeping among 
the mountains, and they make their 
early growth and development beneath 
the driven snows, and when tho approach 
of summer leaves tho surface of the 
ground exposed it is covered in a few 
days with the red crowns of tho snow 
plants.— American Garden.

Probably thero 
nro few things subject to such adultera- 
tion, as ono part of puro music will scent 
thousands of parts of some other powder 
mingled with it, and, as the pods sell for 
from §15 to $20 apiece, the adulteration 
has its profit. It is indeed so pungent 
that when just fresh it has been known 
to produce violent bleeding at the nose, 
and many people are so susceptible to 
it as to have sad headaches, brought 
about by contact with tho puro article; 
and wdiilea suspicion of it is very agree- 
able to many persons, ono atom too 
much becomes olfensive, as tho caso is 
with patchouli. It was formerly largely 
used in therapeutics, especially in tho 
Orient, having become disused as 
much from tho difficulty of obtaining it 
in a pure slate, as from anything elso, 
and it is now seldom given, except in 
hysteria or hiccough. — Harper's Bazar.

HEART BROKEN. 

The Lust Act In a Domestic Tragedy- 
Peter Cameron's Sad Death. 

During tho dying hours of November 
shortly after 10 o'clock last night, at I 
gateway on Quadra street midway be- 
tween Chatham and Pioneer, there was 
enacted the last scene in one of tb 
most pathetic tragedies of tho human 
heart that will ever be recorded in the 
history of British Columbia. 

A story of love and of love wronged 
is closed by the death of the man, who 
once counted himself among the hap- 
piest of man, a self-imuderer. The 
tragedy call best be told by following 
tho lives of the principal actors in it as 
they were brought together. 

Peter Cameron was one of the most 
popular and highly respected young 
men of Nanaimo. A mucbiuest by 
trade, he worked steadily at his calling, 
ami by the exercise of good business 
ability had boon able to lay by what to 
him was sufficient for a good start in 
life. Some time in 1887, when bo was 
about 30 years of age, Cameron became 
acquainted with a Mrs. McDonald, a 
widow, who with two little children 
was robbed of her husband and her 
little ones of their father by a mine ex- 
plosion. 

Friendship between the two ripened 
into a warmer affection, and Cameron 
asking Mrs. McDonald to become his 
wife, secured her consent. For a time 
their happiness was unclouded, and 
then an estrangement arose, and the en- 
gagement was broken. Cameron went 
to Seattle with his heart fuil of bitter- 
ness at what he considered wrongs re- 
ceived at the hands of the woman he 
loved. In his indignation he did not 
measure bis words in regard to her, and 
deeply wronged her by circulating un- 
true and unworthy stories in regard to 
her character. 

Then his own honorable nature re- 
turning, ho realized how deeply he had 
wronged her whom he still loved. He 
endeavored to atone for his offence, and 
renew the old relations. Mrs. McDon- 
ald, however, refused to call us a friend 
one who had treated her so unworthily. 

Cameron decided to see what could be 
affected by a personal interview, and 
came to Victoria, where ho secured a 
room at the Colonial hotel. The friend- 
ly ollices of a mutual friend, Mr. M. J. 
Conlin, were enlisted, and Cameron 
through him volunteered to give Mrs. 
McDonald a written apology, contain- 
ing a full retraction of all he had said 
about her, if she would meet him in 
Victoria to receive it, 

Yesterday she came down from 
Nanaimo and received tlie apology. 
For n few moments the two, whose 
lives had been drawn so closely together, 
rem alone; and during the brief inter- 
iow the man pleaded for a return of 
the love that was once given him. The 
oman's heart, once wronged, could 
not, hower, forget the injury, and she 
refused to grant anything more than 
friendship. 

Seeing that persuasion was useless, 

Cameron left, and nothing tnoroof his 

movements was known until soon after 
10 o'clock, when Mr. Conlin, who had 
just returned from a public meeting, 
heard at hi« gate a cry — a sobbing 
.od-bye ! " 
He nt once rushed out of the house 
and found lying on the sidewalk his un- 
fortunate friend. The young man still 
held in one band a little picture of tho 
woman ho loved; while in tho other 
was clasped a four-ounce vial contain- 
ing a few drops of laudanum, and which 
told without words the story. 

Kind hands lifted him and bore him 
into the house, whilo Dr. Milne was 
summoned and soon arriving did all 
that could be done to save his life. It 
was too Into. Tho drug had done its 
work. 

After doing all that was possible to 
relieve the sufferer, the doctor ordered 
his removal to St. Joseph's Hospital, 
whither he was taken at about 1 1 
o'clock. At Mr. Coulin's he saw her 
whom he had loved with his life and 
bade her a last farewell, 

When tho hospital was reached he 
was found to be much weaker, and all 
saw that, no human aid could save his 
life. Quickly ho sank, and at midnight 
the end catno. He passed peacefully 
into thu unknown, tho picture i>f the 
fair face still in his hands and his last 
words having been "Good bye, my 
darling."

Mr. J. W. Carey condemned Messrs. 
Pickering & Crompton's scheme as an 
old-fashioned, old fogy system; and 
advised tho ratepayers to give the by- 
law a wide berth — send it to the wall. 

Mr. Carey proceeded to criticise 
severely the other by-laws introduced hy 
the present council anil passed by the 
ratepayers, and to stiongly condemn 
the present by-law ami scheme of 
BOWOragO brought forward. He advised 
the citizens to defeat the present by- 
law, and voto for a good one when it 
was laid before them by some subse- 
quent council. 

Mr. James Fell on taking the plat- 
form condemned the former acts of the 
corporation of Victoria, who bungled 
the water works and were going to 
bungle the sewerage, He concluded by 
stating that tho mayor and council 
knew nothing about sewerage. He did, 
however, and he knew Messrs. 
Pickering it Crompton. He know 
theni to be firsl-elass and 
competent men, and men who incorpor- 
ated every useful modern invention in 
their system. He fully endorsed the 
combined system, mid advised the rate- 
payers to vote for the by-law. 

Mr. Hill, the English contractor, came 
forward to pronounce one remark made 
in regard to Mr. Pickering's percentage 
very unfair. Ho had never seen a case 
where a sewerage engineer did not re- 
ceive his percentage. That which I he 
council had agreed to give Mr. Picker- 
ing was not any more than usual. He 
knew Mr. Pickering to bo one of the 
best engineers in England, and he did 
not like to hear him unfairly spoken of 
in his absence. 

Aid. Wilson said that after fully con- 
sidering soparate as well as combined 
schemes the council had endorsed the 
combined as the best for Victoria. He 
know what he was talking about, and 
ho knew Mr. Pickering to be capable of 
carrying out his scheme and carrying it 
out satisfactorily. lie thought that 
Aid. Cough Urn knew nothing more about 
the sewerage scheme than any other 
member of the board, nor did he cure 
more, but he wished to make an elec- 
tion card out of it. An architect's fees 
were more than 5 per cent, and hu 
thought Mr. Pickering bad a period 
right to a similar percentage. He did not 
personally approve of the appointment 
of commissioners, hut this was not a 
part of the by-law. He advised the 
ratepayers to vote for the by-law, and 
procure for the city a system of sewer- 
age -a good system — and not leave it tn 
be bungled by the water works bungler 
who, when asked what a certain piece 
of work would cost, replied glibly, 
"About $25,000." At tho next meetin;. 
of the council his estimate was $31,000 
He again advised the ratepayers to sup 
port the by-law, and resumed his seat 
Aid. Coughlan came forward to eon 
t radict one remark made hy the last speak 
speaker. 

er. He never said, he explained, that any 
work could be performed for $25,000, 
and at a subsequent meeting of the 
council said that the same work would 
cost 931,000. This was a falsehood 
and Aid. Wilson knew it, to he Bucl 
when he gave utterance to it ! 

Aid. Wilson had risen as Aid. Cough 
lan was speaking, and no sooner had 
the lust words left his lips than he 
sprang towards him with his band up- 
raised for a blow. 

Aid. Cottghlnn's back was turned par- 
tially towards his brother alderman, ami 
he did not observe his onset until he 
was upon him ami had administered a 
stinging blow in bis face. The blow, 
however, was returned with interest by 
Aid. Coughlan as soon as he could dis- 
engage himself. 

A lively tug of war between the two 

aldermen then commenced. A babel ol 

voices at once arose, and a rush was 
made to separate the struggling alder- 
men, while the council chamber rang 
with oaths and excited exclamations, 
The friends of the combatants managed 
to pull the aldermen apart although 
they continued to glare at each other, 
and manifested an eager desire to spring 
at each others' throats. "Come outside 
and light like u man," was the? challenge 
on either side, while three or four little 
side battles arose in front of the chair 
man's desk ; chairs were overturned, 
desks upset and the wretched reported 
shivered in fear of annihilation. 

His Worship finally descended from 
his throne, and with reinforcements 
succeeded in parting the combatants. 

An excited buz/, of conversation ell 
sued for the next few minutes, during 
which Aid. Wilson disappeared down 
the corkscrew. 

The meeting at hist became calm 
and Dr. Milne was finally brought tothe 
platform. He said that ho took great 
interest in sewerage matters and had 
carefully studied various systems. He 
dill not think from a sanitary stand 
point that the combined system could 
be made satisfactory, as thu sewers could 
not be thoroughly flushed with the Vic- 
toria water supply. The ventilators, 
opening on tho streets, which were pro 
vided in Mr. Pickering's scheme, wore 
a source of danger to public health, and 
the entire system, in bis opinion, wits 
inferior to tho separate system, which 
he proceeded to explain as he had seen 
it in operation it: the east. 

Senator Mucdonald said that he was 
in favor, as he thought every citizen 
was, of a system of soweragc. He 
thought the combined system would 
give satisfaction: but the city should, 
with tho increased revenue arising from 
the increased assessment of the city, pay 
for the sewerage out of the general revenue 
Mr. Fisher and Mr. Fell also spoke 
briefly, the former referring to the 

necessity of doing away with the cess- 
pools, which were the curse of Victoria, 
and tbe the latter again endorsing .Mr. 
Pickering's system. 

The meeting adjourned quietly, with 
the usual vote of thanks to the ('hair- 
man.

To tiik KntToit: — A correspondent in 
your issue of the 27th inst. over the 
nom de plume "Commercial" contri-

He writes: "In discussing this ques- 
tion it will be necessury to separate 
that of coasting from that of carrying 
bonded goods in foreign bottoms from 
foreign ports to Canadian ports. To 
the coasting, no doubt every sensible 
person in the country is opposed, and 
can (sic) only be justified in cases of 
emergency such as saving life, goods or 
ships, but the trade with the Northern 
Pacific Railway and tbe landing of 
goods by its steamers at our wharves 
is not coasting, but a necessary, legi- 
mate trade which we are not prepared 

to do for ourselves. " 

Now, to curry Canadian bonded goods 
from an American port to a Uritish 
port in a foreign steamer or vessel is 
coasting, but tlie coasting laws of the 
Dominion are inoru or loss optional on 

the part of the Government to impose, 

suspend or withold, according to local 

necessities, and the Minister of Customs, 
it would seem, has not only conceded 
the request made by the board of trade, 
in forwarding a complaint of infraction 
of coasting laws alleged to have been 
committed by steamers "Laknio" und 
"Michigan," hut has evidently been 
glad ot the opportunity to enforce im- 
irvedly all the coasting laws he can 
take advantage of, and this in respect 

estrloting shipments of bonded Can- 
adian goods by foreign steamers from 
''uget Sound to our ports; an 
evident advantage to the C. P. H. and 
a blow to the facilities of transport en 
joyed by Victoria's importers. That 
such an obnoxious arrangement will he 
tolerated J have no fear, but meantime 
lh irritation and bad feeling are en- 
gendered, and the sooner the mutter is 

adjusted the better for all concerned, 

Your correspondent's communication, 
however, is apparently a composition of 
what ho knows about coasting, and a 
series of sneers at the Hoard of Trade, 
These hitter, however, arc not for mo to 
notice, as I should imagine the members 
(upwards of 100, I understand,) will, 

alter all, be able to stand up to tho 

terrible Indictment of "Commercial," 

wherein he roundly abuses them with 
"meddlesome," "over ollicious,' "re- 
sponsible to no one," "sulf-constituted," 
"representing no one," "usurpers of the 
functions of tho people's representat- 
ives," etc., etc. Your correspondent 
ha ving given such a lucid explanation of 
coasting, and as he has promised to have 
more to say at another time, it is to he 
hoped he will bo more successful in his 
next effort, "What I know about com- 
merce" might bo an interesting subject 
if I might be permitted to suggest one.

DEATH OF SIR SAMUEL MORTON 
PETO. 



Tho New York Timet : A despatch 
from London announces the death of Sir 
Samuel Morton Peto. He wiih born at 
Woking, near London, August, 4, 1809. 
His uncle, Henry Pete, was an extensive 
builder, and Samuel served an apprentice- 
ship of seven years to him. When the 
uncle died Samuel succeeded to the bus- 
iness, in partnership with his cousin, 
Thomas Grisselli Among rhe meat works 
undertaken by this firm was the building 
of the Houses of Parliament, but in 1840 
the partnership was dissolved and the 
completion of the undertaking left to 
Grissell. Peto then devoted himself to 
railroad buildinp and became interested 
in the construction of the leading railway 
lines in England. Ho als • did important 
work in Canada, and in 1864 built tho 
Norwegian Grand Trunk and Royal Dan- 
ish lines. 

In 185ii ho built, during thu Crimean 
war, a railroad from Balaklava to Sob'as- 
topol in pursuance of a plan promulgated 
by the Duko of Newcastle, then Minister 
of War. The railway offered no prospect 
of profit, and Peto was made a Baronet, 
in recognition of tho patriotic service. 
In religion ho was an ardent Baptist, and 
built fur that sect, at his own expense, 
the Bloomsbury chapel. In politics he 
was an advanced Liberal, and was repeat- 
edly elected to Parliament by that party, 
representing successively Norwich, Fins- 
bury and Bristol. In 1808, however, the 
disastrous failure of his firm, (Peto Betts 
& Orampton) for *3f>,000,000 caused him 
to resign his seat. Previous to that 
time he had visited America and become 
an outspoken admirer of the Republic. 

He gave liberally to American chari- 
table a d religious societies and enter- 
tained magnificently, A dinner be gave 
at the old Delinonicu restaurant in Four- 
teenth street in 1866 is said to have been 
the most expensive dinner ever given 
there, and the most sumptuous over given 
in this country. There were 100 covers, 
the oldest and costliest wines were furni- 
shed, and everything was on a scale of 
regal splendour. Tho cost of the feast is 
said to havo been $20,000 to 825,000. 
Clara Louise Keilogg recoived for her 
services §1,000. After a study of this 
country he wrote a book entitled " Re- 
sources and Prospeots of America." An- 
other of his works ie entitled "Taxation, 
its Levy and Expenditure." 

THE EIFFEL TOWER NOWHERE. 

No matter at what point the great fair 

L805J may bo held, thore is no question 
but that tt.o tower feature of it will be- 
yond all oorapatlBon excol tho Eiffel 
tower tit Paris in far groatei degree than 
that aohievment excelled anything p»«, 
viously seen. Something in that lino has 
already buon designed, and a strong com- 
pany organized to make tho conception a 
reality, which promises to constitute one 
of the veritable wonders of the world. 

It is known as tho .1 uilson tower in 
honor of Mr. Judson, of the Judson 
Pneumatic Works and the Judson Pneu- 
matic Street Railway Company. Designs 
of the monument have been published, 
and unlike the Eillel tower, it is .sym- 
metrical and architecturally beautiful. 
It is to be 1,000 feet in height, which 
will bo higher than the Eiffel with the 
Washington monument piled on top of it. 
Thu diameter at the bane is to be 400 feet, 
The shape will be circular, having a very 
slight taper from top to summit, which 
will be surmounted by a handsome cupola, 

But it is in the facilities for ascent that 
thu wonderful accomplishment is con- 
ceived. Around the tower, like the 
threads of a screw, will wind in paralled 
lines a grand roadway footpath and rail- 
way track, ascending with a grade of 
only 8 per cent, which will lie hardly per- 
ceptible. The distance from bottom to 
top by this roadway will be about three 
miles. Without dilliculty or danger 
teams will bo able to make thu ascent in a 
trot. 

The entire structure is to be steel, and 
absolutely fireproof. Tho hollow interior 
will be ultilizod for a dwelling, hotels, 
restuarants, stores, etc., with railroad 
Stations at suitable intervals; The rail- 
way wi'l be operated by thu pneumatic 
system. In the Eillel tower tho ascout 
Wai mi 1° ''v elevators, and their capacity

syBtem thore will be a continuous line of 
cars, with only a half minute of headway 
between them, and it is calculated that 
00,400 people can make the round trip 
in each day of twelve hours by the cars 
alone, but doubtless thu favorite mode of 
ascent will be by teams or on foot. 

From top to bottom thore will be about 
160 tiers of suites of rooms, tho upper of 
which, on account of tho grander view, 
will bo'fthe more popular. A line tele- 
scope will be placed in tne observatory at 
the summit, where thure will bo platform 
with accommodations for several thou- 
sand people. Tiio conception isbewilder- 
ing in its magnificence and captivates by 
its simplicity, and evident practicability. 
Such a structure would bo such a source 
of permanent revenue for such a long 
period of time, that the strangest thing 
in connection with it is the fact that no- 
body thought of and put it into execution 
before. 

The project affords another illustration 
of tho inexhaustible fertility of American 
genius and rescources. It rises not only 
equal but superior to every demand that 
is made upon it. A clumsy, awkward, 
unhandy sjggeslioii from abroad is at 
once elaborated into a thing of beauty, 
utility and convenience, and a grand per- 
manent investment withal. It is estim- 
ated that th" , Judson tower will cost two 
and n half millions, but even at thrice 
that figure it will be built, and will be 
one of the finest investments in the 
world. There ia practically no limit to 
the scope of American enterprise. 

NEW YORK HOTELS. 

1 was rather impressed a few days ago 
by the disc very that some of tho hotels 
in Now York are run precisely after the 
fashion of the great, dry good houses. 
One of the largest hotels in town has this 
system, and it is carried out thoroughly 
through every department. The stores 
are delivered to the bookkeeping depart- 
ment and then resold to the managers of 
the different departments of the hotel. 
The bartender, for instance, buys all tho 
liquors, and the proprietors of the hotel 
do not care w hether he steala money over 
the bar or not, for whatever goes over the 
bar is his own. and he will practically bo 
stealing from himself. 

For instance, the bookkeeper of the 
hotel sells the bartender a certain grade 
of whiskey at 81.10 a bottle. The whis- 
key costs the h tel 90 cents, and the bar- 
tender retails it at so much a glass, so 
that each bottle turns in about Si. 40. 
He keeps tho profits. The same arrange- 
ment is made with the butcher and the 
baker of tho hotel, who receive raw sup- 
plies and are enabled to get back their 
money through the restaurant, prices. 
All of the assistants in the vatious depart- 
ments are directly u der the co trol of 
the chief of the department, but the 
superintendent of tho hotel has the op- 
tion of discharging any one in tho employ 
of the house at will. 

The advantage of the plan lies in tho 
thorough attention to detail which the 
managers of the different departments 
give to their share of the work of carry- 
ing on the big caravansary. 

CANADIAN HIGH JUMPERS. 

The New York .S'n/i says : The wonder- 
ful jumping of tho Canadian horses at 
Chicago is in lino witii wdiat is supposed 
to have been the hobby of New York 
riding men. It his never been com- 
mented upon in the newspapers, but it is 
a fact that a large number of hunting 
ine.. around Now York, liku the Belmonts, 
Clieover, Kernoehan, and Collier, have 
for a long while been do volping tho breed of 
Canadian horses here ami keeping a sharp 
lookout oil the Canadian market, Some 
of the bust jumping in the New York 
horse show of last year was by Canadian 
horses, and, though they do not yet c|iiite 
rival the hunters of Ireland and Eng- 
land, thoie seems to be no doubt among 
the lovers of good horseflesh that thoy will 
eventually take tho first rank. The 
magnificent performances of Ontario and 
Roseberry, both of them Canadian horses, 
in heating the New York record in jump- 
ing, has again drawn attention to the 
stamina and power of Canadian stock. It 
is said to bo largely a question of climate. 
Now that Mr. Gobhard's Leo is dead, 
Filemaker is about tho only horse that we 
have in the East to uphold thu high 
jumping record, and, as his highest jump 
has now boon eclipsed by the two Can- 
adian horses in OKLryigo, there will be a 
good deal of anxiety here ovo,- the entries 
for jumping prizes for the coining Worse 
show in New York.

THE LAND OF COFFEE. 

Guatemala Crops Co to Waste fei 
Lack of Harvesters. 



A Hereditary Antipathy ' to Toll-It Costs 
Almost Nothing to Uve— The Boom 
Hub Arrived. 



Quatemala Correspondence New York Tribune 1 
The new laws for the encouragement of 
farming arc already producing yaluable 
results. The agricultural commission ap- 
pointed last year was composed, i ot of 
politicians or theorists, but of men of ex- 
perience in fanning, who are at the pro- 
sent time actually engaged in that pur- 
suit. They havo accordingly gone to 
work in the most practical manner, devising 
plans for developing the resources of tho 
con 1 try in the most effective way. The 
system adopted on their recommend- 
ation includes the establishment of 
agricultural councils in the different 
departments, all under tho general charge 
of the minister of public works. The 
government oilers liberal aid in the 
acquirement and the improvement of 
land, and also assists the farmer in so- 
curing laborers to work for him. The 
latter is really the greatest, dilliculty the 
proprietors have to contend with. Dur- 
ing the past year more than 100,000 
quintals of coffee, or one-fifth of the entire 
product, was lost for lack of hands to 
gather the berries. ( hi every large farm 
there is an agent, whose solo duty it is to 
hunt up workmen, and he is generally 
tho busiest man about tho place. Some 
farmers consider it to their advantage to 
oiler extraodinary high wages, with a view 
to inducing the hands to remain. Others 
endeavor to [anticipate ^thoir wants by 
training young hands, oi engaging work- 
men a year in advance in 
other towns and departments. Those 
who do not pursue these plans, or who 
trust entirely to government aid, are fre- 
quently disappointed, and find themselves 
in the busicBl season entirely without 

workmen. The government does its best. 
In the harvest season il sonds'l.Ui the 
farmers those men who are obliged by 
law ti» work on the public roads, excusing 
them from that obligation in order to aid 
the farmers. But even thil is entirely 
insufficient u> meet the demand, Many 
of these men are also employed at other 
times in destroying the locusts and the 
grasshoppers, which have been a serious 
plague throughout all the country, but 
which have now been almost extermin- 
ated. 

The main reliance of the farmers for 
labor is placed upon the Indians. These 
would he ideal workmen if they only had 
a mind to. I!ut they haven't. .Many of 
them refuse outright to work on any 
terms, and those who will work almost 
always insist upon being paid in advance. 
Having secured their wages in advance, 
they are very apt to abscond and leave 
the work for which they have been paid 
undone ; and, although such as are 
caught are imprisoned, this circumstance 
does not seem to discourage seriously the 
others from going and doing likewise. 
The Indians are a strong and hardy race, 
and, although small in stature, are cap- 
able of almost any amount of work. Bui 
they seem to have an antipathy to pro- 
gress, and wish to be noil her producers 
nor Consumers, except, to the smallest 
possible extent. They an: unwilling to go 
seriously to work, wages ami money being 
no inducement to them, Many of them 
have their little plots of ground on which 
they keep a few sheep or pigs and fowls, 
and raise a little corn. Koine of this live 
stock thoy soil, but they havo no sense of 
accummulatiou and . ever seek to do 
more than supply their present wants. 
To live costs them a mure trifle, and they 
are satisfied to spend thoir existence in 
this way, looking after u few domestic 
animals, harvesting a few kandfula of 
corn, for the rest living upon the pro- 
fusion of fruits which nature provides for 
them, When they can be induced to 
engage themselves for farm work it is 
never for more than a month, and seldom 
for more than a week ; at the end of 
which time they return to their villages. 
So a farmer no sooner gets enough hands 
to vork his land than ho has to begin 
looking about for others to take their 
places, 

Those Indians aro often engaged ata 
considerable distance. They will set out 
long before daylight in the morning for 
their place of labor. Men, womon and 
children alike will walk perhaps twsnty- 
tlwe or thirtj miles to tho plantation 
where tlioy have boon engaged, carrying 
a week's provialOna on their heads. 
Thoy will arrive at tin: farm at aboutnoon, 
and begin their duties at nice, working 
all the remainder of the day in tho hot 
sun without resting and without seeming 
to bo In need of teat. Fatigue teems un- 
known to them, and their capacity to 
carry hot. y burdens is probably not ex- 
ceeded, if equalled, by thai of any other 
people in tho world. Thoir wagers or-

on tho coffee plantations and farms, but a 
considerable proportion of work is done 
by the piece, under which system thoy 
earn much more— for when an Indian 
does lake it into his head to work In: can 
accomplish an amazing amount between 
sunrise and sunset. 

Agriculture is, of course, tho most im- 
portant interest of Guatemala, It affords 
the moans of livlihood to about four-fifths 
of the population. .And despite the 
mountainous character of much of the 
country tho hind ia well suited to this 
purpose, Tho soil iH almost universally 
fertile and the climate is bo varied as to 
allow a [Treat range of products. Within 
tho past live years tho amount of land 
under cultivation has more than doubled, 
and the extension and improvement of 
roads and other means of communication 
has boon equally grout,. The value of 
property has doubled within two yours 
ami trebled within [our, pears. Average 



farming laud, at an elevation of say 3,000 
feol above thu sea level, is now worth 
rather more than £100 an acre, and it is 
not often that there is much of it for sale 
even at tho price. Coffee is of course, 
tho chief crop, and next yoar will doubt- 
loss sue a much larger acreage than ovor 
before. It is thought that more than 
1,000,000 quintals will bo produced, and 
that tho share of this that will bo export- 
ed will bring nioro than $12,000,000 in 
cr.sh into tho country.
